“ Go to work, Doc.” 
Hirschfeld made a hasty ex ­ 
amination and found that the 
bandit had been shot 
throug h 
the abdomen. 
The bullet had 
lodg ed near the base of the spine. 
“ I’d like to help y ou,” Hirsch­ 
feld said. “ But I hav e no instru­ 
ments.” 
Uses Razor Blade 
The wounded man picked up a 
razor blade from the table. 
“ Here use this,” he said. 
Hirschfeld protested, 
he told 
police, but the man with the g un 
threatened him. 
For the nqx t 25 minutes the 
bandit lay still—without an an­ 
aesthetic—while 
the 
phy sician 
probed for the bullet. The other 
bandit stood by with the g un

Their co nstituents back ho me, po lls and 
speeches no twithstanding , still demand "free mo n­ 
ey ” fo r this o r that "wo rthy civ ic pro ject.” Eco n 
o my is all rig ht they say , in effect, so lo ng as the 
^fello w in the nex t state o r the nex t co unty bears 
™ the brunt o f it 
The nex t time y o u are tempted to curse the 
po liticians in Washing to n fo r no t pulling the draw­ 
string s o n the public purse, just remember this; 
the av erag e public o fficial wo n’t buck public o pin­ 
io n. Therefo re until the public ho nestly demands 
eco no my and all o f us are ready to g rin and bear 
the resultant pinch, the co untry will hav p no 
eco no my . 
Civ ic o rg anizatio ns, lo cal po liticians and busi- 
# ness men who adv o cate eco no my o n o ne hand and 
o n the o ther beg like paupers fro m their represen­ 
tativ es in the natio n’s capital, are a shameful men 
ace to the welfare o f the co untry . 
----------------- 
SUBSIDIZED LUNACY 
A majo rity o f the rural electric co o perativ es, in­ 
tended to supply members with cheap electricity , 
and financed by the Rural Electrificatio n Admin­ 
istratio n—in o ther wo rds, public mo ney —are faced 
with "financial difficulties,” to put it mildly . 
As o f J une, 1938 , acco rding to the R.E.A., itself, 
“ 
rural electric pro jects including so me that were 
started as early as 1935, had abso rbed federal lo ans 
o f o v er $6 0,000,000. Under no rmal circumstances 
accrued interest and amo rtizatio n charg es wo uld, 
run into $3,000,000 o r $4 ,000.000 annually . Yet, at 
that time, the g o v ernment had receiv ed o nly $138,- 
86 9 as interest and $50,56 7 as principal repay ­ 
ments. And o f the to tal repaid principle, 7 3 per 
cent was paid « y six priv ate enterprises that had 
bo rro wed. The "cheap po wer” rural electric co ­ 
o perativ es repaid o nly abo ut $13,000 o n the $6 0,- 
9 000,000 principal. 
And no w the o nly so lutio n which the public po w­ 
er adv o cates seem able to o ffer in an effo rt to 
salv ag e this “ ex periment” that no t o nly has been 
co stly to tax pay ers, but has helped to paraly ze 
the priv ate utility industry , is that the states ado pt 
leg islatio n ex cusing the electric co o perativ es fro m 
certain tax atio n, ex empt them fro m the jurisdic­ 
tio n o f state public serv ice co mmissio ns and ex ­ 
empt their securities fro m "blue sky ” laws. 
As lo ng as the priv ate utility industry is fo rced 
o nto co mpete with this kind o ? subsidized lunacy , 
“ 
is it reaso nable o r fair to ask it to attempt to ex ­ 
pand, emplo y wo rkers, lo wer rates and pro g ress— 
no rmally t 


OUR P A R T IN E UR OP E 
Inasmu ch as it was ju st 150 y ears ago th at 
Wash ingto n was inau gu rated as President, so me 
o f th e statements h e made in h is farewell address 
o n entangling alliances in th e Eu ro pean po litics, 
are v ery timely , since o u r present President seems 
so mu ch inclined to disregard th e adv ice o f Wash ­ 
ingto n. Fo r th is reaso n, I qu o te fro m h is farewell 
address: 
"Why quit o ur o wn to

Why , by interweav ing

perity in the to il o f Eu ro pean ambitio n, riv alsh ip, 
humo r o r caprice? It is o u r tru e po licy to steer 
clear o f permanent alliances with any po rtio n o f 
the fo reig n wo rld. 
"Eu ro pe h as a set o f primary interests wh ich 
to u s h av e no ne o r a v ery remo te relatio n. Hence 
sh e mu st be engaged in frequ ent co ntro v ersies th e 
cau ses o f wh ich are essentially fo reign to o u r co n­ 
cerns . . . No th ing is mo re essential th an th at perm­ 
anent, inv eterate antipath ies against certain na­ 
tio ns, and passio nate attach ments fo r o th ers sh o u ld 
be av o ided . . . Th e natio n wh ich indu lges to ward 
ano th er an h abitu al h atred o r an h abitu al fo nd­ 
ness is in so me degree a slav e. It is a slav e to its 
animo sity o r to its affectio n, eith er o f wh ich is 
su fficient to lead it astray fro m its du ty and its 
interests . . . 
"As av enu es to fo reign influ ence in innu merable 
way s su ch attach ments are particu larly alarming 
to th e tru ly independent patrio t . . . Against th e 
insidio u s wiles o f fo reign influ ence I co nju re y o u 
to believ e, my fello w citizens, th e jealo u sy o f a 
free peo ple o ug ht to be co nstantly awake since 
h isto ry and ex perience pro v e th at fo reign influ ­ 
ence is o ne o f th e mo st banefu l fo es o f repu blican 
go v ernment . . . Real patrio ts wh o may resist th e 
intrigu es o f th e fav o rite natio n are liable to be­ 
co me su spected and o dio u s wh ile its to o ls and du pes 
u su rp th e applau se and co nfidence o f th e peo ple 
to su rrrender th eir interests.

It is an illu sio n wh ich ex ­ 
perience mu st cure, wh ich a ju st pride o u gh t to 
discard. 
"In o ffering to y o u, my co u ntry men, th ese co u n­ 
sels o f an o ld and affectio nate friend . . . I h o pe 
th ey may no w and th en recu r to mo derate th e fu ry 
o f party spirit, to warn against th e misch iefs o f 
fo reign intrigu e, to gu ard against th e impo stu res 
o f pretended patrio tism.” 
If th ere was ev er a time in th e United States 
wh en th is adv ice is timely , it is wh en o u r Presi­ 
dent is attempting to ru n Eu ro pean affairs and 
let u s su ffer fro m u nemplo y ment, strikes, fav o rit­ 
ism as a resu lt o f o u r o wn bad go v ernment.
